Washington, Oct. /3.—Pollution of 


nvec and coastal waters by leaking 
and refuse oils, witlTvMnseqnent in- 
jury to shipping anS riparian prop- 
erty, can be practically if B^t entire- 
ly prevented, in tbe opinion-of the 
Bureau of Mines. 


This decision was announced to- 


day, based, on the preliminary report 
of a special committee 
which: lias 


been working on the problem for 
more than a year in response to 
legislation .enacted by Congress. In- 
vitations for an international con- 
ference on control of -oil pollution 
will b$ sent out'by the State Depart- 
ment uuder authority of the same 
congressional resolution, as soon as 
the committee has rendered its final 
report. 


Remedies suggested by the com- 


mittee include control of waste from 
Stream-side industrial plants, _ in- 
stallation of devices on ship fo pre- 
sent egress of oil waste, and pro- 
vision of barges or other receptacle:, 
in harbors for receipt o£ necessary 
refuse.

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CON.SriTUTIONAL WAY THE BEST 
Governor “Jack" Walton appears to have suffered a 
trushiny del'eal 
in Oklahoma. 
The overwhelminy vote- 
ayainst him in the referendum election means that his m ili­ 
tary dictator.ship can continue only ayain.st the will of the 
yreat majority of the people of the state. 
Nor is the result 
.surprising. 
American people are liberty loving. 
They have seen 
that the only sound progre.ss in governm ent is by constitu- 
lional methods. 
Nothing is resented more than'a careless 
misu.se of power entru.«ted to officials, or an attem pt to 
assume a dictatorship. 
From this distance it is impossible to judge accurately 
the merits of the m otives which prompted Governor Walton 
to resort to the military to enforce the laws. 
The Governor 
.announced that he intended to preserve- constitutional gov­ 
. ernment in Oklahoma and to prevent rule b.v any invisible 
government. 
That is right. 
Religious toleration and con- 
.stitutional government are foundations of the nation. Where 
Governor Walton appears to have failed is in his methods. 
The courts still are functioning in Oklahoma. 
The re- 
.straint which has characterized the warring factions in the 
.southern .states lends belief that the courts can be depended 
on to do their duty. 
Governor Walton m ight have taken a 
page from the rule of Governor Parker of Louisiana, who 
threw the whole force of the state government behind the 
•ordinary process of law and order at Bastrop and has suc­ 
ceeded in bringing before the bar of justice for a fair de­ 
termination as to guilt or innocence numerous persons. 
Governor Walton has the love of the spectacular. 
He 
was elected on the Democratic ticket, as a radical, and 
promptly repudiatefl the Democratic banner under which 
he sought office. 
He was inaugurated with a three-dav 
barbecue to which thousands were invited and hundreds of 
head of cattle .sacrificed to his desire for a regal inaugur­ 
ation. 
The militia was called out— the Governor appears 
to have a fondness for the military. 
Oftentim es men have suddenly been elevated to positions 
of high public authority by vote of tlye people. 
W ithout 
iJLBder.standing or appreciation of the underlying principles 
6f government, or appreciation of the power entrusted in 
them, they incliiTe to the belief'that th e vote of the people 
confers upon them the attributes of a potentate. 
The bland 
statem ent of the Governor that he had ordered work stopped 
on a highway project in the district of one of his opponent.s 
partly as punishment for his opposition indicates the Okla­ 
homa executive lacks a comprehensive understanaing of the 
responsibilities of his office. 
The lesson which Governor Walton may learn from his 
“war” in Oklahoma i.s that public officials as well as indi­ 
viduals are foresworn to govern by con.stitutional law, that 
'8 m ilitary dictatorship cannot bend a people to the will of 
one man in enlightened America. 
It should be surprising, 
-.too. if it is not demon.strated in Oklahoma that the poople 
of .the commonwealth them selves will reject, just as firmly 
-8K they reject a military dictatorship, any attem pt by an 
“invisible government” founded on bigotry and hate, to rule 
the state.

Sofia, Oct. 4.—What the ministry 
of the interior maintains to be evi­ 
dence of the political and espionago 
activities of the Soviet Red Cross 
delegation, admitted to Bulgaria un­ 
der. the auspices and at the instance 
of the League of Nations, was given 
out here recently by the Bureau of 
Public Safety, after an investigation 
of the archives of the delegatfon. 
The examination of the seised doc- 
umenis was carried on in the pres­ 
ence of Walter Collins, of Great Bri­ 
tain, who was appointed to represent 
Dr. P. Nansen in Bulgaria in the re­ 
patriation of Russian refugees. The 
evidence adduced will be submitted 
to Dr. Nansen, in Geneva. 
The documents show, as summar­ 
ized by Vladimir (latcheff, director 
of public safety: 
* 
That the Russian Red Cross dele­ 
gation operated beth as a section -of 
the Soviet missien in Bulgaria and of 
the Communist party of Bulgaria, and 
that the parading of Russian ref­ 
ugees tlirough the streets of Sofia 
under the Red Flag was designed to 
operate as Communist 
demonstra­ 
tions of strength. 
That the delegation busied itself in 
e.nionni»e, e . is shoe— 
Ihe presence among its seized papers 
of detailed plans of Bulgarian bar­ 
racks and fortifications. 
One of the most striking discover­ 
ies among the effects of the Bed 
Cross agents was a bomb, several 
revolvers and two whips with iron 
handles, objects foreign to the mis­ 
sion of a Red Cross delegation, it ia 
pointed out by the director of public 
safety.

A code, invisible ink, and in gen­ 
eral complete equipment for espion­ 
age activities were disclosed in the 
presence of Dr. Nansen’s representa­ 
tive. Mr. Collins.

elkoff, was attached to the Russian

SEEK HAVER OF REST 


Some Are Being Returned 
Because of Criminal Rec­ 
ord or Allied Causes 


San Francisco, Oct. 4.—After euf- 
fering untold hardships and horrors 
as the result of the Russian revo­ 
lution, during which they remained 
loyal to the monarchy: after fleeing 
Vladivostok when the “Red” army in­ 
vaders assumed control; after drift­ 
ing thousands of miles from country 
to country trying to find a landing 
place, being battered by the elemenfa, 
starved, and facing plague and disaa- 
ter at every turn, 16 men and three 
women are being held at Ft. Mc­ 
Dowell here for deportation, mokfng 
them literally men and women with­ 
out n country. 
' 
These men and women are part of 
the 
Russian refugee party that 
landed diere from Manila last July 
cn the transport Merritt, and the '686 
were the remnants of more than 8,000 
nien, women and children who re­ 
mained loyal to the late Czar Ni­ 
cholas of Russia and joined the anti­ 
Soviet government faction. They re­ 
mained at 
Vladivostok 
until 
the 
Japanese evacuated the Far Eastern 
republic, and the “Red” forces aa- 
sunifd control. In order to save their 
lives, the 8,000 monarchists fled in 
16 ships, under command of Admiral 
George Stark, and started in aeaVch 
of new lands. 
The 18 awaiting deportation here 
have been barred from Japan, China, 
and the United States, and, they 
State, their loyalty to the late Czar 
makes it impossible for them to re­ 
turn to Russia. “We are not allow­ 
ed to land in any country, and if 
we are sent back to Russia we will 
be shot,” is their constant statement 
to the U. S. Immigration authorities 
here.

Dan 
Brostrom, 
ex-cabinet 
minister and 
one 
of Sweden’s 
greatest shipping men—gave their 
views to the Handels och Sjofart- 
stidning, a leading Swedish Jour­ 
nal, In reply to ■a questionnaire. 
Sir Samuel Hoare, in his reply, 
emphasized the need of Intsrna- 
tional cooperation. 
He favors of­ 
ficial encouragement and support 
for private initiative for the es­ 
tablishment of air lines. Aviation 
however, is still young. Sir Samuel 
believes, and only a great expen­ 
diture of thought, energy and cap­ 
ital win bring it to its due plaice In 
world development. 
Perfection of nlgbt flying, ac­ 
cording to Postmaster New, is one 
of the.primary requisites to aerial 
nrogrees. 
This Is a fundamental 
tn development of the postal avia­ 
tion service, he said.
